THE TEXAS PRIMARY. 


The heavy lead obtained by the 
fiery young attorney general of 
Texas, Dan Moody, over Governor 
*‘Ma”’ Ferguson, was not unexpected 
by those impartial students of poli- 
tics who had been watching the sit- 
uation in that state. 

“Fergusonism” became the issue, 
for Mrs. Ferguson is very obviously 
a governor only in name. Her hus- 
band—a former governor -vho had 
suffered impeachment—has been 
the real administrator since his 
wife was sworn into office. The 
old Ferguson policies therefore have 
been more intensely accentuated by 
the fact that ‘Jim Ferguson,” a 
Stormy petrel, not only acted’ as 
governor in fact, ‘ut as a private 
citizen with a living to make, could 
become interested in contracts and 
in other public works that are con- 
trolled through the _ executive 
branch, 

In making “Fergusonism” the is- 
sue Moody had the advantage of 
the scandals that had taken place in 
the state highway department, 


caused by enormous overhead ex- |. 


penditures, alleged favoritisms in 
contracts, alleged awarding of con- 
tracts to Ferguson friends and in- 
terests at prices above other legiti- 
mate bids, etc. 

This scandal was aired originally 
by Moody, who caused some in- 
dictments to be issued, and natu- 
rally therefore he kept the Fergu- 
sons on the defensive from the be- 
ginning of one of the stormfest and 
bitterest state campaigns in history. 
In the speaking campaign Mrs, Fer- 
guson remained silent and the hus- 
band spoke for her, thereby assum- 
ing responsibility for the adminis- 
tration. 

At any rate, second primary or 
no second primary, it appears that 
Texas will have a new governor in a 
few weeks, as Mrs. Ferguson issued 
a formal statement, and frequently 
reiterated it, that she would im- 
mediately resign if Moody led her 
a single vote in the primary. His 
enormous lead will apparently make 
it necessary for her to keep faith 
with her own voluntary proposal. 
This she has said she will do since 
the primary. 

In that event the lieutenant gov- 
ernor of Texas, Barry Miller, of 
Dallas, will become governor until 
January, 1927, at which time the 
nominee of the primary, which now 
it is assured will oe Moody, will take 
the oath of office, for a primary 
nomination in Texas is equivalent to 
an election. 


‘SOMETHING WRONG. 


It is not only amazing, but inex- 
cusable, that an incendiary, whether 
a normal criminal or a maniac, shall 
be permitted to burn the entire row 
of fraternity houses at Emory uni- 
versity. 

Five of these incendiary fires have 
occurred, and the last blaze, on| 
Monday night, was apparently 
planned and executed in a way that 
considerable time must have been 
employed. 

The fire plug adjacent to the 
fraternity house was battered so 
that a hose could not be attached. 
That took time. He had to do this 
hammering on the street curbing, 
and this certainly should have at- 
tracted the attention of the guards. 

The cause for this situation that 
has terrorized the university campus 
and community is a matter for de- 
termination in due process. It can 
wait. The necessity now is to 
catch the man or boy, or whoever 
it may be, Who is applying the 
torch. No institution is safe, nor is 
the safety of any community as- 
sured, so long as a human firebug 
can roam around applying the torch 
and destroying property, and yet 
can manage to successfully evade ar- 
rest for the fifth time. There is 
something wrong somewhere. There 
may be no reason for criticizing | 
the guards and the law enforcement 
officers under whose jurisdiction 
this mystery exists. But it is un- 
thinkable that it can exist in the 
shadow of the state capitol, and in | 
the heart of a thickly populated and 
cultural center. |

It is quite agreed now that a per- 
son is, not to be called*“old” until 
after passing the Biblical “three-score 
years and ten.” A centugy ugo it was 
different, for then one s accounted 
old after reaching the age of 50 years. 
On the wall of an old church in South 
Carolina I saw a tablet to the memory 
of an early rector and on which it was 
engraved that “he died at the ripe 
old age of 52 years.” 

It is only within 40 years that the

tem? By so doing, they are not re- 
quired to surrender their state char- 
ter, nor are they ev _ required to re- 
strict their custemary activities in 
the regular course of transacting busi- 
ness. A state bank, as a member of 
the federal reserve system, would have 
the saine privileges as a national bank 
in handling large transactions involv- 
ing dealings in cotion, grain, or other 
readily marketable staples, through the 
medium of bills of exchange, bankers’ 
acceptances and trade acceptances, in 
sufficiently large amounts to accom- 
modate the demands of trade. A mem- 
ber bank using this class of paper is 
not- restricted by the 10 p.- cent limit- 
ation as on ordinary loans, such as 
promissory notes., 

“There is cuiy one other restriction 
that would apply to state banks, 
which hardly amounts to an objection 
at all, and that is the prohibition 
against a bank’s lending on its own 
capital stock. With respect to loans 
on real estate, 
board has taken a very liberal posi- 
tion, and has not imposed restrictions 
of a charactcr calculated to ‘embar- 
rass properly conducted state banks. 
The board simply requires that ‘such 
real estate loans shall not be carried 
by a state bank in such an excessive 
amount as to impair the liquid condi- 
tion of the bank.. The few restric- 
tions herein enumerated are, after all, 
generally conceded as sound hanking 
practices; and I have no doubt that 
a great numb. of state banks at the 
present time are conducting their busi- 
ness along these lines. Membership in 
the federal reserve system would not 

reclude a state bank from exercising 
its full charter and statutory rights 
existing at present under the ‘state 
laws. 

Required Reserve. 

“Perhaps these state banks balk on 
the question of reserves which ‘hey, 
like the national Banks, would be re- 
quired to carry with the federal re- 
serve bank—without receiving any in- 
terest thereon—and here, maybe, is 
‘where the shoe pinches.’ No central 
bank in any European country pays 
interest on reserves, nor is it prac- 
ticable to do so, for it would necessi- 
tate their investing thec:r funds to an 
extent in earning profits such that 
the bank—as a reserve institution— 
would be so impaired as to be rendered 
useless in time of public stress, It 
may be that this question of reserves 
without interest is the principal draw- 
back to state banks joining a financial 
sysiem-so universally approved. It is 
true that state banks can now keep 
their reserves in far-off financial .cen- 
ters, and receive thereon to 3 per 
cent interest, but isn’t this more than 
offset by the protection and security 
of having their reserves in a federal 
reserve bank, where they will be im- 
mediately available in case of ne- 
cessity ? 

“Ultimately. in my opinion, public

eral reserve board, when issued, were 
found to be so liberel and fair to the 
state banks that I can recal] hardly 
‘a single instance where they were 
commented upon unfavorably by these 
institutions. The board went so far 
as to provide that state banks could 
withdraw from the system, a privi- 
lege that is not given to the national 
hanks. In all the circumstances, isn't 
it strange that state banks still de- 
cline the hearty and liberal invitation 
of the federal reserve board? 

Federal Reserve Board Examination, 

“The authority to make examina- 
tions of state banks, which are mem- 
bers of the federal reserve system, is 
lodged with the federal reserve board, 
which body. in order to be liberal 
with the state banks and to save them 
the additional expense of two exam- 
inations, has provided: a regulation 
reading as follows: 

In order to avoid duplication. the hoard 
will exercise the broad discretion veated in it 
by the act in accepting examinations of 
state banks and trust companies made hy 
state authorities wherever these are s«atis- 
factory to the and gre found to be 
of the same standard of thoroughness as 
national bank examinations, and where in 
addition satisfactory arrangements for co- 
operation in the matter of examination he- 
tween the designated examiners of the 
board and those of the state already exist 
or can be effected with state authorities. 
Examiners from the staff of the board or 
of the federal reserve benks will, when- 
ever desirable, be designated by the hoard 
to act with the examination staff of the 
state in orCer that uniformity in the stand- 
ard of examination may be assured. 

“May I ask if the state banks are 
timid, or afraid of an examination by 
the federa] reserve board or the fed- 
eral reserve bank? Surely not: I 
cannot imagine such ~n objection from 
a sound . 1d substantial institution. 
If these be the reasons, perhaps a dis- 
eriminating public will in time begin 
to think along these lines, and the 
result might be that the depositors 
might conclude that it is safer for 
them to put their deposits in a hank 
that is a member of the federal re- 
serve system. 

“IT earnestly hope that the - state 
banks will see it as their duty to 
unite with the national banks under 
the banner of the federal reserve svs- 
tem, and form a more solid financia]

CONEY ISLAND 
RACING MEN 
OPEN DEFENSE 


Cincinnati, Ohio, July 27.—(/)—A 
barrage of legal arguments was aimed 
at Judge John A. Caldwell in crimi- 
nal court today by attorneys in an ef- 
fort to quash indictments against 11 
Coney Island race-track officials and 
operators. 

After two and a half hours Judge 
Caldwell said that he would take the 
arguments under advisement and 
would announce his decision Thursday 
morning. 

At that time, he said, the defendants 
must be ready to stand trial in the 
event that he overrules the motions 
and demurrers of their attornefs. 

Attorneys Froome Morris, Judge 
Harry Hoefimer and Charles Elston 
represented the defendants with Coun- 
ty Prosecutor Charles S. Bell and As- 
sistant Prosecutor Carl E. Basler op- 
posing them. 

Attorney Morris attacked the in- 
dictment on a motion to quash and on 
demurrers argued against each count 
in the indictment. He said that they 
failed to set forth the name of the 
person who staked money at the track, 
whether or not the wagers were made 
for money and, if made for money, 
the amount of the wager, the name 
of the persons to whom the defendants 
sold an illegal pool and whether the 
building at Coney Island housing the 
betting sheds was kept by the de- 
fendants as owner, lessee or occupant. 
The indictments, Morris said, failed 
to state whether the alleged sale of 
certificates at the race track relates 
to a “purse” or a “pool.” He de- 
clared that the indictments were du- 
plications in that they charged more 
than one offense—“‘two or more 
wagers for money.”

Washington, D. C.., July 27.—De- 
pendent relatives of nearly 35,000 dead 
veterans of the world war who were 
denied the benefits: of adjusted com- 


pensation because they were unable to 
prove their dependency will over a 
riod of the next four years receive 
the sum of some $12,000,000 from the 
government as a result of the enact- 
ment of the Green bill amending the 
adjusted compensation act at the re- 
cent session of congress. 

Other benefits of veterans and their 
dependents from this new legislation 
obtained with the support of thé Amer- 
ican Legion will bring the total cost to 
the government under the bill to some 
$13,500,000, according to estimates of 
the United States veterans’ bureau. 

This sum is exclusive of the cost of 
the amendment which authorizes the 
payment of. $60 cash in a lump sum to 
the dependents or beneficiaries of men 
killed in action or deceased before dis- 
charge. Under &@ very strict interpre- 


tation of the adjusted compensation act 


itself, this sum had been deducted 
even in these cases for the bonus paid 
each soldier, sailor or marine upon 
discharge, although obviously no such 
bonus had ever been paid in these in- 
stances. 


The old jproof_of ag eee? clause 
was eliminated by the Green bill. Un- 
der the law as interpreted by the gov- 
ernment, parents of decea veterans 
were required to submit to lengthy and 
humiliating affidavits as to their fi- 
nancial condition in order to collect 
compensation for the death of their 
sons, according to Watson B. Miller, 
ehairman of the legion’s national re- 
habilitation committee. Many parents 
preferred to undergo hardship rather 
than this humiliation, he said. 


Cases of dependency disallowed un- 
der the old law for lack of proof totaled 
some 33, Compensation payments 
now made are will entail an ex- 
penditure of $11,772,200, according to 
government estimates. 

Widows of. veterans who died be- 
tween May 19 and July 1, 1924, with- 
out making application for compensa- 
tion, may now apply in their stead.
